A New Search for Missing GFs 

Are there any American prisoners of warm Southeast Asia? Most 
experts doubt it, and parents of missing soldiers have been victim- 
ized by a number of hoaxes. But the Special Operations Association, 
veterans of covert action in Vietnam and elsewhere, believes that a 
very few of the 2,500 servicemen still unaccounted for in Vietnam 

may be alive and in captivity. The group has mounted several 
unsuccessful secret forays into Laos to search for Americans; now it 
is going public. With a grant from Soldier of Fortune magazine, it 
has founded the Center for POW-MIA Accountability. The center 
will establish a computerized data bank of evidence relating to 
missing soldiers. The administration lists only three Americans as 
possibly alive in Vietnam; 2,535 are “presumed killed.’* 
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
